1 . The Amendment received on January 7, 2009 has been entered into the record.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an egg counter the particular controller, said controller measuring the light 
intensity of reflected light, detecting the peak value of the light intensity, and counting the egg 
passing just under the light receiving element array on the basis of the two peak values of the 
light intensity with respect to the intensities of the hght emitted by the first and second light 
emitting element arrays, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1-7. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
